to call a physician immediately in

phosphorus poisoning or 


deep burns from explosives and not 
to dress children In fluffy, light ma- 
terial which will catch fire easily. 


"The type of fireworks set off by 


grinding under the heel or by pound- 
ing contains phosphorus, a deadly 
poison." he explained. • "It is not a 
rare thing for a young child, mistak- 
ing 'this material for candy, to put 
some .of It In his mouth, usually with 
a fatal result. If an accident of this 
kind happens, give the victim liquid 
petrolatum or mineral oil and call a I 
doctor immediately. 


Lockjaw once fully developed Is 


commonly fatal. The lockjaw germ 
will grow 
only 
In the absence of 


oxygen. Deep wounds in soft flesh, 
such as are caused by blank cart- 
ridge wads, are particularly danger- 
ous as thejvad usually carries sur- 
face dirt to the deeper tissues which 
gives this 
germ 
the best possible 


condition for growth and the devel- 
opment of its poisons. In such cases 
call your doctor et once and let him 
give 
tetanus antitoxin.
